ATTACKS ON UNITED STATES 
MADE BY PRESS OF HAVANA 


Publication of Libelous Anti- 
American Articles Brought 
to Attention of State De- 
partment—Vigorous Protest 
of Gibson Causes Rearrest 
of His Assailant. 


Washington, August 30.—That En- 
rique Maza, the reporter who attacked 


Hugh Gibson, American charge of the 


legation in Havana, jast Monday night, 
was merely a tool in the hands of Cu- 
ban plotters antagonistic to the United 
States, and who would like to get the 
Cuban government into trouble with 
this country, was the opinion express- 
ed here today by Senor Martin- 
Rivero, the Cuban inister. He was 
of the belief, he said, that Maza had 
not attacked Mr. Gibson of his own 
volition, but that he had been urged on 
by others who had made him think 
he had been insulted and that he 
should geek revenge. 

Under no circumstances, no matter 
what his provocation may. have been, 
said the minister, was Maza justified 
in the action he took. That justice 
woukl be done in the case was the dec- 
laration of Senor Martin Rivero. 

Notifies His Government. 

The minister has notified his sf 
ernment of the demands of the United 
States that the assailant be punished. 
As soon as he had learned of the at- 
tack, the minister had “spontaneously 
sent word to Cuba,” he'said, “that the 
United States had laws rendering vir- 
tuaMy smmune from attack the per- 
son of foreign representatives here, 
and that on account of this reciprocity, 
the full vigor of the Cuban law would 
be applied. In case of a country which 
doesn't protect Cuban representatives,’ 
said the minister, “no further rights 
are extended to its diplomats than to 
any other foreigners.’ He immediate- 
ly called attention, he said, to this 
clause in their laws.

In addition to this, the commission 
proposes to summon before it a few 
railroad conductors and make inquiry 
of them as to how the system of pull- 
ing mileage on trains works. 

Chairman C. J. Hollingsworth, of the 
Georgia Travelers association, has 
asked the commission for permission 
to be heard regarding the matter, and 
his request has been granted. 

The hearing on September 18 will 
be open to both sides.and the com- 
mission says it will be glad to hear 
from either the railroads or the trav- 
eling men, if they have anything fur- 
ther to offer.

Trouble Over Electors Goes 
Uificially to Federal Court 


Taft Forces Claim That They 
Have Been Fraudulently De- 
prived of Rights Guaranteed 
Them by the Fourteenth 
Amendment. 


Washington, August 30.—The fight 
between the Taft and Roosevelt forces 
over the presidential electors from 
Kansas was today transferred official- 
ly from the courts of that state to the 
supreme court of the United States 
when the record of the case was filed 
in the supreme court here. It will 
be rushed to the printer so that the 
court may dispose of the case immedi- 
ately upon convening October 14. 

The transfer of the record of the 
litigation was in response to the com- 
mand of Associate Justices Van Devan- 
ter and Pitney, given August 6, at New 
lork, upon the request of the Taft 
attorneys. The decision of the Kansas 
courts was adverse to the Taft follow- 
ers and the main hope of Taft manag- 
ers to procure the electoral vote of 
Kansas lies in getting the supreme 
court of the United States to reverse 
the state supreme court. 

As shown by the completed record 
just filed, the Taft forces claim that 
they have been fraudulently deprived 
of rights guaranteed them by the four- 
teenth amendment to the United States 
constitution. It is charged that the 
so-called Roosevelt electors procured 
the signatures of the Taft men to their 
petitions as candidates for electors by 
pretending that they were republicans 
and as such would be bound by the 
rules, regulations and customs of that 
party and would support the party's 
candidates for president and vice presi- 
dent. As a matter of fact it is added 
these candidates did not intend to be 
bound by the rules and customs of the 
republican party, nor to support the 
party’s candidates for president and 
vice president unless Theodore Roose- 
velt Was nominated by the republican 
party for president. The result of 
this ajJleged fraud, it is claimed, was 
to dep. ‘e Taft men of their right to 
vote for Ye person selected by them 
for president, while permitting other 
citizens to vote for the person selected 
by them, all notwithstanding tie re- 
quirement of the fourteenth amend- 
ment that a state shall give all its 
citizens equal rights and eyual protec- 
tion of the law.

Mobile, Ala., August 30.—Completing 
a trip through four states in a round- 
uy Cf indicted former employees of the 
southern railway, Detective Edward 
McQueen, of the Railway Secret serv- 
ice, reached Mobile today.
